British Columbia's new milk 
act became law today, with the 
issuing of a proclamation by 
Agriculture Minister Kenneth 
Kiernan. 

Mr. Kiernan said the entire 
Milk Industry Act, with the ex- 
ception of sections dealing with 
compulsory pasteurization, is 
involved in the proclamation. 

The . pasteurization sections 
will come into force on July 2 

This will give the municipali- 
ties time to decide whether to 
pass_ by-laws allowing sale of 
raw milk, providing it meets 
with rigid health standards. 

The Milk Act was approved 
at the spring session of the 
legislature. 

Mr. Kiernan also announced 
the re-appointment of E. C. Carr 
as chairman of the milk board 
His salary will be $8,500 a year, 
slightly higher than his present 
earnings.

Prof. Birchall felt that much 
of the weakening of central au 
thority is the result of numer 
ous court decisions against the 
federal government and often in 
favor of the provinces. “More 
significant still is the fact that 
with completion of the trans 
continental railway project 
the appearance of provincial in 
dustries, the federal govern 
ment was no longer the. large 
spender,” he added 

“Party funds were now de 
voted to provincial elecfions. In 
order to gain the support of the 
provinces in. both money and 
the federal government 
has been repeatedly forced into 
a relaxation of its powers. Thus 
while thé central government 
leyies the bulK of the taxes, au 
thority to spend much of it has

“There has been a steady 
erosion in the power of the fed- 
eral government in the past 25 
tyears,” Prof. ©°S: ‘Birchall tia 
members...of. the. University 
Women’s Club of Victoria, Wed- 
nesday evening. This erosion, he 
said, had resulted in a “weaken- 
ing of national government at 
a time when strong central con- 
trol is needed.” 

Prof. Birchall, a member of 
the teaching staff of Combined 
Services College, Royal Roads 
spoke at the annual meeting of 
the club, held in the Art Gal- 
lery. His subject was “Some 
Aspects of Dominion-Provincial 

Relations.” 

Canadian _ confederation, 
which took place in the shadow 
of the American civil war was 
designed to prevent the . possi- 
bility of any individual province 
holding sufficient -power to 
rebel, the speaker said. “For this 
reason the federal government 
was given unlimited powers of

RADIUM, B.C. (CP)—Dense 
swampland has given a 33-year- 
old fugitive his foyrth day of 
freedom despite a concentrated 
air and ground search centring 
around this southeastern British 
Columbia village. 


RCMP reported no result 
Wednesday night in the hunt for 
Norman Jack- Curtiss, ‘who 
broke out of jail Sunday at 
Cranbrook, B.C. He faces 
charges of rape in two prov- 
inces. 


An RCMP constable said 
searchers failed to find a trace 
of Curtiss, although police 
scoured the district, warned resi- 
dents and set up road blocks. An 
RCMP aircraft and three police 
dogs joined the hunt. 


At one point Wednesday, a 
police officer said the hunters 
were “within a few hours” of 
catching Curtiss. He eluded 
them in the swampy bush and 
shrub-covered hills that sur- 
rou nd Radium.
